Status of Claims 
Claims 1-4, 9 and 13-15 are currently pending in the application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment / response filed on July 24, 2006 and that has 
been entered. Claims 5-8 and 10-12 were canceled. Claims 13-15 have been added. 

Applicant's arguments ["allow the instant apphcation to patent and maintain the double 
patenting rejection in Application No. 10/528,982"] have been folly considered and found 
persuasive with respect to the rejection of claims 1-4 and 9 under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting over co-pending Application No. 10/528,982 and the 
rejection is hereby withdrawn.
